was Rent in pieces the 25. of April : And that in theReign 
of Hen. 1. The Earth moved with ſo great violence, that = 
many Buildings were ſhaken down. 

And Malmesbury ſaith, that the Houſe wherein he fate, was 
lifted up with a Double remove; and at the Third time Set- 
ted again in the proper place: Alfo in divers places it yiel- 
ded forth a hideous Noiſe, and caſt forth Flames at certain 
Rifets, many days together z which neither by water, . nor by 
any other means could be ſuppreſſed. 2 

There are other Earth-Quakes Recorded, and Prodigious 
Signs in Emngland, Armo 1165. 12 H. I. An. 1276. Ill Edw. 
Hr. 1423. 5. H. VT. and Av. 1580. 22 Eliz. an Earihequake 
cauſed the Great Bell at Weſtminſter to ſtrike againſt the Ham- 
mer, and ſeveral other Clock-Bells both in Zondor and the 
Country; a piece of the Temple Chvorch fell down ; and ſome 
Stexes fell off from St. Paz!'s Church in Londor, and St. Pe 
rer's at Weſtminſter ; divers Chimneys loſt their Tops; and 
Ships on the Thames, and on the Seas, were ſcen to Totter 
by this Earth-quake, as we are told in the Licerſed Account.

I And in the Foxrth year of King William the II. on Saint 
Lukes day, above Six hundred Houſes in London were thrown 
down with Tempeſt; and the Roof of*Saint ary le Bow 
Charch, in Cheap-fide, ws ſo raiſed, that in the Fall, fx of 
the Beams (being-!w:-nty. ſeven foot long) weredriven {o deep 
into the Ground (the Streets not being pav'd with ſtone) 
that not above foxwr foot remain'd. in fight.

Firſt, It is ſaid, Þ- 7. of the aboveſaid Account of this 
Conſpiracy, in the very Sentence of the Judges, That 
Collonel Parker (one of the Conſpirators) was with &rand- 
val and Leefdale, (two other of the Conſpirators,) to take 
leave of K. James at St. Germains, before they began their 
Journey, (viz. to K.Wiliam's Camp, to perpetrate their 
intended Deſign, where Parker was to be a main AQour, 
and together with Grazdval to reſcue and bring off Ds- 
mont, with Fifteen Hundred French Horſe, after he had 
ſhot K. William.) Now inſtead of Parker's going as above 
deſigned toElanders, and having taken leave of K. Zames 
with the other Conſpirators, in order to their ſaid Journey, 
it is notoriouſly known that Parker came ſtreight to Eng- 
land; which the Facobrres think totally inconſiſtent with all 
that fine Story, and to give ir flatly the Lye. 

But they reſt. not upon this, they give a poſitive dif- 
proof to the Allegation , by ſhewing that Collonel Parker 
was not at St. Germains the Sixteenth day of April, 1692. 
on which day the Sentence of the Judges (p.7.) ſays, that 
he ( Parker) was there with Kirg James, and in Conſulta- 
tion with Grandval and Leefdale about the ſaid Conſpr 
racy: Which 16th of April, if it ſhould be New-ſtyle, 
will be the 6th Old-ſtyle, when Parker (the True Account 
ſays) was at St. Germain. 

For diſproof of this, they give you a Journal of Collo- 
nel Parker's coming from St. Germains to England in April, 
1692. which they have from Undeniable Vouchers, wiz. 
Collonel Parker having taken his leave of King Fames at 
St. Germains, he went to Paris Sunday the Third of April 
( Old. Style) 1692. on Monday and Tueſday, the Fenrth 
and Fifth, all Day and Night, he was actually at Paris, 
on the Sixth, by Five a Clock in the Morning, at Paris 
he took Coach to Saint Dennis, and that Night he lay 

at 
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at Bowmont, the Seventh at Bovay, the Eighth at Poy, the 
Ninth -at Abevile, the Tenth he took. Poſt to: Calls, 
where he Embark'd for England; he was Shipwrackt 
on the Kentiſh Shore, where ſoon aſter he was taken 
Priſoner, and carryed- before the Mayor of Ramney, and 
on the Thirtcenrh he was ſent Priſoner to London with a 
Guard. ; 

His being at Paris the Fowrth and Fifth, and taking 
Coach ſrom thence on/the S:xth by Fiye in the Morning, 
can be prov*d by at leaſt Twerry Credible Witneſſes z and 
all along from thence to the Thirteenth by Three Undeniable 
Witneſles, | 

But all this, the Facobires ſay, proves the Matter of the 
Trne Account to he only Falft..  T hey alledge other Circum- 
ſtances in that Tryal which make it wholly Zydicrows, and 
utterly Ixcredible to any Man of Senſe. I 
. Such is that of D«-#:onr (the Man who was to kill 
King Wiliam) having 4 Secrer ro charm People's Eyes, In- 
deed nothing leſs could ſecure a'Man to kill a:King at the 
Head of his Army, as this was to be done, viz. when the 
King ſhould ride along the Lines. Theother two Conipira- 
tors (Grandval and Leefdale,) it is {aid were to: keep with 
rhoſe that ——_ King ;, and when every Body was pur ſuing 
after Du-mont- (who was Inviſible, having a Secret to 
charm People's Eyes,) they ſhould hate rime to eſcape and ſave 
themſelves. | . 

This was the Scheme and Manner of executing the ſaid 
Deſign which was contrived by the Marquiſs of Barbefienx, 
Son to the Marquiſs of Zowvois, as alſo Secretary of State to 
the French King, Mounſieor Paparel, and ſome of the Mi- 
niſters in the higheſt Employments, and of the:greateſt 
Credit in the French Court, as the Trxe Account ſays. 

if they could contrive no better than this, the Facobies 
think we ſhould not find ſo much trouble in oer War with 
Frarce. 

They deſire to be excuſed if it be not in their power to 
believe, that the Great Miniſters of France could concert 
theic Buſineſs no better than this.

If King Wil- 
liam had been alone, there was hazard of miſſing, or not

timely notice to the Priſoner '(Grandval) of the intended 
Execution.

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Perſiſts in Denying their Authoricy. And thus the Matter 
ſtood, when the Letter was Wrote.
